Powder of emeralds-in doses of 20 
fo 40 grains was considered an ‘astrin- 
gent. It ‘staunched. blood and 
strengthened the eyes. Powdered 
topaz and rosewater prevented bleed 
ing and was good for digestion; it 
was sold by apothecaries as an anti- 
dote to madness, and taken in time 
cured asthma and iitduced sleep. 

Powder of rubies was usually taken 
in doses of 30 or 40 grains “ts 
strengthen the vitals and restore lost 
strength !” and also prevented infec.
